remarks complimentary to Mr. Mueller for 
so much of his s'-atement relating to our 
water works as appeared in yesterday's 
KEVIEW. 
One can now hear this matter 


discussed all over town. This general talk 
givts assurance that something will soon 
be done to remedy our deplorable condition. 
But everybody who has any ideas or sug- 
gestions to present will be given a hearing. 
Don't be backward if you have anything to 
say. Just drop us word that you would 
like to be heard on the subject, and some- 
one will be around to see you. And re- 
member that you should give the public any 
suggestions you may have to make. 
The 


scope of the alterations suggested by those 
so far interviewed will necessitate the ex- 
penditure of a good-round sum of money. 
If you are a tax payer you will at once see 
your interest in having all these alterations 
ones of permanence. This will be tiie case 
only when the best is obtained. 
So if you 


know anything, tell it now. The altera- 
tions must soon come, and we don't want 
any "I told you so" experiences when the 
work is finished. We will now present the 
remainder of Mr. Mueller's suggestions, al- 
lowing him, as we did yesterday, to do the 
talking himself. 


"Now we have seen that the whole city 


must be supplied with water, and fire pres- 
sure kept up, through these 97 areal square 
inches of opening into the distributing 
pipes. Through this small space we must 
supply miles upon miles of water mains 
and laterals. 
To properly understand the 


impossibility of ihis undertaking you must 
try to form some idea of the leaks and 
wastes there are along these miles of pipes. 
And think of the consumption there is 
along some of these mains. Take North 
Water street fir example. 
You will re- 


member that there is only a six 'inch 
main running up that street. Now there is 
an elevator at the Decatur Club rooms that 
is supplied by a four inch lateral. 
A little 


farther up the street, at Young Broh. & 
Marls', there is another elevator supplied 
in the same way. 
Now I see that there 


are complaints about the way these eleva- 
tors refuse to work. I don't wonder at it. 
If they are botii opened at the same time, 
there is hardly enough pressure to elevate 


nothing with which to work. 
There are! "Tlie pump we repaired last week was 


Shakespeare After the Ke>toratlon. 


From the Restoration *j the middle of the 


>-eign of TJueeii Amie the plays of Shakes- 
peare had, with fe-.v exceptions, vanished 
from the stage; cow seventeen or eighteen 
ire produced every season, tbe genuine test 
replacing the garbled versions of ihfjkt 
editions. 


So little did players generally know of 


Shakespeare that Mrs. Pritchard had never 
read more of "Macbeth" than her own part 
as written out and delivered to her by the 
prompter. 
"She had no more thought o'l the 


play, out of her own part,'' said Dr. Johnson, 
"than the shoemaker thinks of the skin out of 
which the piece of leather of which he is 
making a pair of shoes is cut.'' 


Before Garrick's comiag, "Macbeth,•' adul- 


terated by Sir William Daveimnt, and with 
Locke's music, was acted with aJl the magni- 
ficence of an opera; when Garrick announced 
that for th» future Shakespeare, and not 
Davenant was to be played, no one vras more 
astonished than Quiii. "Why," said he, "do 
you mean to say that we have not been play- 
ing Shakespeare all this while/'1 


And yet Garrick departed not from thetia- 


ditions of dress, but played tho Highland 
Thane- in a brown court suit laeed with gold 
and full bottomed wig of the Georgian era. 
assuring West when he inquired why he ad- 
hered to a usage so olftolete that be feared if 
he dared to change, that a bottle ngght'be 


them. Very often there is not enough to 
work one of them. But if the pressure is 
so poor here, imagine what it must be far- 
ther up the street, after nearly all the force 
has been expended in a vain attempt to 
raise the elevators. And then it is not 
North Water street alone that is dependent 
upon tiii.s feeble pressure. Tiie entire north- 
ern and northwestern part of town must 
still get its supply from the same exhausted 
six-inch main. If you want to learn how 
feeble this supply must be, take a trip into 
the northwest part of town and make a trial 
for yourself. When both these elevators 
are started at once; the pressure will drop 
from 20 to 30 pounds, so that those farther 
nortli have in many cases no pressure at 
all, and very little water. Of course they 
have nothing like fire pressure." 


"Now I have given the question of relay- 


ing pipes in Decatur considerable study. I 
studied the matter at the time the present 
pipes were laid, and of course have given it 
more or less attention ever since. It would 
be advisable to extend the 12-inch pipe that 
comes along East Main street from Broad- 
way, on through Liucoln Square and out 
West Main street to the limits. Of course 
a connection would be made at Lincoln 
Square with the 12-inch main that comes up 
South Main street. But if we are to relay 
this main, a better plan still would be to 
make it 10 inches instead of 12. Now when 
this main is being relaid, put blind T's, 
looking north, at every alley, or every oilier 
alley. Some day the citizens will see the 
necessity of- laying muny larger mains into 
the northern portion of town. They will 
also see that it is economy t3 do so. When 
that time conies, the plugs can be taken out 
of the blind T's that are set in front of the 
alleys and larger mains built into the north 
part of town. It is advisable to take steps 
that will enable us to lay these 'mains iu 
the alleyways, because such a course will 
avoid teariug up a t great deal of paved 
streets. These pavements are going down 


many places la the city where a fire would 
show the entire helplessness"!of these men. 
Such a fire would show our ciUzens that an 
adequate water supply must preceffe a, fire- 
department. This is a very plain f act wlUch 
Drcatur has yet to luarn. 


"And now let us sec about a tiro engine. 


i do not think that it is necessary to getone 
at present. Of course the engine would not 
dispense with the necessity of enlarged 
means of water distribution. The proposed 
mains into the north part of town, would 
have to go down anyhow. You have got to 
get the water in tlie neighborhood of the 
fire, and you have got to send it there very 
rapidly before the engine can do any work. 
Now this can't be done with our present dis- 
tributing mains. 
In other words, we will 


have to take up some old mains and relay 
others before the fire engine could be given 
a chance to do anything. 
Now when we 


go at the mains, let us not tinker with them. 
Let the alteration be thorough and complete. 
When we lay mains into the northern part 
of the city the work ought to be done iu 
such a manner that it will (ill requirements 
for r.O years to come. With such a set of 
mains the lire engine is not necessary at, 
present. The pressure in the business por- 
tion of the city, where tlie highest buildings 
stand, will be sufficient to throw sevsral 
streams of water to any point desired. 
While of course the pressure will be less as 
we get farther away from Lincoln Square, 
it should be remembered that the height of 
the buildings is^iroportionately less. 
The 


same pressure is not required to handle a 
fire in the residence districts that is required 
around the tall blocks of business houses. 
When these smaller residences, that lie 
farther out, give way to taller and larger 
buildings, it will become necessary to pro- 
cure a fire engine. Until that time, I think 
the pressure that we can get from the water 
works will, with adequate mains, bo suf- 
ficient to take«;are of any probable fire that 
may arise in the residence districts. 
But 


purchasing an engine now would only be 
adding to the capacity of the fire depart- 
ment. 
But, as 1 understand the situation, 


the fire department is now more capable 
than tlie means at its command. 
The fire 


department is all right; tlie trouble is with 
the water works. 
It will be wise for us to 


begin where tlie trouble is. We want more 
water. 
Let us now devote our attention to 


getting it. 
When we increase the amount 


of water beyond the handling capacity of 
the firemen it will then be time to thii.k of 
buying an engine to assist them. 


"We ought to be careful to have large 


enough water mains and sewer? in our 
streets before putting down pavements. It 
is not necessary to go iuto detail about this 
question, as all will seethe necessity merely 
upon its suggestion. Our sewerage system", 


tested last Sunday. 
With 80 pounds steam 


pressure, the engine making 34 revolutions 
a minute, we secured a water pressure of. 85 
pounds. The other pump, not repaired but 
in condition to run, was also tested. With 
SO pounds steam pressure and 50 revolu- 
tions to the minute we secured a water 
pressure of UO pounds. A comparison of 
these two tests will show the heavy effect of 
the water on the pumps, occasioned by 
muddy water and sand. 
The 
repaired 


pump, working at present without any as- 
sistance, gives us the full necessary supply 
of water for the city, and no doubt by 
crowding it wo could get up a respectable 
iire.prcbsure. With both pumps in good 
repafy.we need have no fears about being 
able to furnish water to put out all fires, if 
we can get sufficient area in our openings 
and distributing mains to allow its passage. 
With the addition of the Clapp & Jones 
pump in good repair we will have .sufficient 
pumping capacity for n good manyayears to

we must be careful to tear up as few of 
them as possible." 


"Tbe pipes at Liucoln Square are 90 feet 


higher than the water works. To force the 
water up this height takes 40 pounds of 
pressure to the square inch. Our present 
system of pipes was fairly efficient 10 years 
ago, and perhaps some will be inclined to 
point to this fact as evidence that tlie plant 
we have is all right. It ought to be remem- 
bered that at that time there were about 
200 consumers. Now we nave about 'JOO 
consumers. There are more or less leaks 
about the premises of each of these cou- 
.-.umers, and then the number Of leaks that 
are directly on the mains must necessarily 
increase frcm year to year. Taking all this 
leakage into consideration, it ought to be 


while fairly good in principle, Is inadequate. 
There has been considerable agitation look- 
ins to its enlargement. 
The suggestion 


now is, to get this sewerage done before too 
many pavements go down. 
And there 


seems to be something wrong with our 
drainage. 
The principle of surface drain- 


age is all right, especially in a city the size 
of ours. 
Yet you can go around after any 


good rainfall and lind water standing on 
many of our streets. 
This is especially 


true in the northwest part of town, and, in 
a less degree, in the north part of town. 
This matter can be easily remedied if it is 
looked into before street pavements are put 
down. 
After the street pavements are laid 


it may become expensive to make the altera- 
tions necessary to secure proper drainage. 
Tlie idea in all this is, to look after the 
sewerage and drainage when it will cost 
comparatively little to do so. 
Dou't crowd 


the street pavements onto IIH until the im- 
provements Jiat should come before them 
have all been made. A great deal of money 
and annoyance can be saved by taking holil 
of these necessary improvements iu their 
natural and proper order. 


"Now let us see about the stand-pipe, as 


it has cut quite a figure in this investiga- 
tion. The stand-pipe system of water sup- 
ply is a good one. ' As has been s-aid it 
gives us a regular pressure. On this ac- 
count it will result in a great saving of 
water fixtures. It would b.- a nice thing 
for a sruiit many reasons. But isn't a 
stand-pipe a little in advance of our sittia 
tion? Isn't it a continuation of the policy 
to begin building at the top'.1 It seems that 
we have got to contend against this idea. 
Why we should be compelled to, is hard to 
understand. 


"Now let us see something about the ex- 


pense involved in building nnd maintaining 
a stand-pipe. Its construction would cost 
from 320,000 to 525,000. A man would

Catuei of Bath I DC Accidents. 


In summing up the causes of so many bath 


ing accidents, a writer iu The Analyst con- 
cludes that most of them are mainly or en- 
tirely personal, and so far preventable. Chief 
among these is crainp. To a large extent 
this is practically ideutical with fatigue, for 
it is not tha fresh and vigorous muscle which 
most readily passes Sato spasm. It is that 
which is wearied with overaction, in which 
effete products are in exce=s, nutrition conse- 
quently impah-ed, all molecular changes lan- 
guid; where, finally, the movement of con- 
traction, once initiated, gives-way butslowly, 
and teuds to linger and becomes tetanic. 


The numbing influence of cold is an'otlier 


well known obstacle to muscular activity, 
aud for this reason it is not, as a rule, advis- 
able to remain more than a few minutes in 
the water. Malnutrition of muscles is a 
factor which ought not to be forgotten. 
It 


•applies a reason why bathing very soon 
after a meal U not advisable, much of the 
blood required for muscular exertion being 
then diverted to the digestive organs. So 
likewise must it impose a check upon the 
rubness of those, adult and youth alike, 
who, after a period of town life, with little 
pbyncal exercise, find themselves at the 
coast, and insist on trying whether with 
jaded energies they cannot safely accomplish 
feat8*>f swimming;.

Such facts as these ought to show the 
economy of spending money to give us ade- 
quate filtering facilities.

It is one of which 


the citizens ought to be, and are, proud. 
U is composed of an eflicient set of men 
»vho fully understand the value of a moment 
when they get an alarm of fire. They are 
loo fine a body of men to put to work with- 
out fools. 
The department caa do nothing 


without material with, which to wotk. The 
material they want is, plenty of watir. 
This they ca.inot get in the greater piirdon 
of the city. It is far from a judicious and 
careful expendituie of funds to hire such an 


have to be kept at the stand-pipe, night and 
day, to clo.se the gate whenever a fire alarm 
should bo turned in, s» that tlie pressure 
from the water works could be concentra- 
ted into the pipes. 
In addition it wouid be

We can't get one under the 
present condition of our finances. Give us 
the mains that we ought to have, and that 
we must have before other improvements 
are thought of, arid we will be able to get 
•along for several years without the stand- 
pipe. When our system of mains is per- 
fected, nnd when we become financially 
able to build a stand-pipe, I shall be in 
favor of one. 
Until that time let us con- 


fine ourselves to more necessary work "

Chinamen are seldom polite or pleasant to 
svhile people \vho ma}' chanco to iuti'udo 
u]ion them in their own apartments, that is, 
unless tliere is money m it. The writer fully 
apprcyjiatmg tiiis fact, mado his way to 
where the old "Chink" was seated, and, put- 
ting a quarter into his iuind, offering him at 
the samo time a cigar, find nietitioidng tho 
name of tho.Chinaman who sent tifm, pro- 
ceeded to mako Imnsclf as comfortable as 
possible by appropriating a fctool that was 
near. 


It was curious to see the effect of the money 


and tho cigar on the old man, who, with n 
".smile that was childlike and bland," said: 


"Oil, 
rno see. You likeo lookeo see- how 


Cliinit boy slioe be mended." 


"Yes, that is it," returned tho writer. 


"You mend shoes, don't you;"1 


"Oh, >es, me niendee shoe,'1 he said with a 


grin. "Baforo mis not know who you be, 
me likee you to go a'.vay 
Now mo know, 


you stop and sec." 


"All right, I'll watch you mend a shoe,and 


then I won't bother you any more." 


"No trouble,'1 said Sing, and ho reached for 


a pile of shoes that lay in a heap on the floor 
at the foot of the bunk. Picking out one on 
which the sole had been badly worn, he pro- 
ceeded to npolT a portion of the old felt, and, 
getting a smooth surface at last, he pulled a 
big sheet ot thick felting from a drawer and 
proceeded, after tlio fashion of a Yaukea cob- 
bler, to cut a new solo. Tins done, lie fitted 
it upon the sabot, and then taking an awl, 
through the handle of which a thong was 
run, he plnccil tho point on tho surface of tho 
felt, the ilioo being held flnniy between his 
knees. Then, taking the thong m both hands, 
lie gave it a peculiar twist and the awl went 
through tiie new felt nnd the old solo that re- 
mained on the shoe. 


Repeating this operation several times, ho 


stuck small pegs in the holes to hold tho felt 
in position and then proceeded to bore holes 
m rows nil over the surface of the solo of the 
slioe.^mti! thero were eight or ten rows of 
many holes each. Then tlio sewing com- 
menced, and it was surprising to watch how 
dextrou4y he used the needle. When sewed 
on it unulil seem that a sole would never rip 
of!', ami, m fact. Sing said they seldom do. 
That part, ot thu work tinished, ho took a 
sharp knife nnd pared tho new solo down at 
the sije-i u n t i l U exactly fitted with the. old, 
and (lien dipping n littlos.tilT brush into some- 
thing Unit looUi d like whiting bedaubed it 
all around 1 ho eilycs and over tlio bottom, 
aiul after rubbing it over with a cloth, the 
shoe wa.-, pronounced complete. 


SOME KI.VB ONES. 


The writer, during tlio above operations, 


asked nuuiy questions, and, as Smg had 
warmed into a pleasant and communicative 
mood, tho following very interesting infor- 
mation regarding shoes was gleaned; 


In Clnuu, where of course the greater por- 


tion of all the shoes worn by Celestials in 
this country .ire made, there is an absence of 
well tanned leather, and it is for this all 
important reason that tho leather soled 
shoes are mado so thick. If a thin layer of 
that poor leather were used the shoes would 
wear out in no time, and as they are rather 
expensho from a Celestial point of view a 
wearer of thin soled shoes would have a 
heavy bill for foot wear to pay. It is for 
tho same reason that the uppers of all the 
shoes are made of cloth, for there is very lit- 
tle of tho thin, ornamental leather in the 
country, and us tiie Chinese aro not very 
progressive they would never think of im- 
porting that very useful article so as to make 
their shoes more durable. 


Of tho cloth topa there are tfiany varieties, 


although by far tlio greater percentage of 
Chinamen wear those of black silk or cotton, 
ornamented with embroideries of different 
sorts. 
The designs upon them take many 


forms, and some of the more elaborate of the 
sabots cost as liigli as $13 or $15 a pair, while 
those worn by the rich mandarins in China 
are even moro expensive than that. An or- 
dinary pair of shoes, however, can bo pur- 
chased for about ?3, and it is only tho well to 
do merchants or laundry men or the Celestial 
dudes who buy tho more expensive sorts. 


Chinese duties, by the way, often wear 


shoes Hie uppers of which are mado of blue, 
purple or red satin or silk embroidered with 
wine other contrasting color, but these, as a 
rule, aro sent to them direct from China, 
where some sweetheart or living almond eyed 
wife lias worked on them for many days, so 
that her absent lord may cut a dash among 
the swells of Chinatown. 


The shoes with felt soles are much more 


popular than the other, and it is thought by 
the wearers of thorn that they last longer and 
look better than those made of leather. 
The 


soles nre also easier to whiten, and this is a 
great point in their favor. 


Tho Tartar ladies, who do not follow the 


custom of Chinese ladies of rank in cramping 
their feet, wear the same sort of shoes js the 
men, 
but the soles are made thicker. 


The only reason Sing could give why the 


soles of the shoes were sewed all the way 
across was that if the felt or leather used 
was sewed only around tho edge it would 
warp out of all reasonable shape on the first 
wetting. 


There "rue also Chinese slippers that are 
lito a novelty in their way and very cheap. 


'they are nuado of either woven straw or 
bamboo, with flat soles, no heels or counters, 
end resemble what are known in New Eng- 
land as slips'hods. In the front, beneath the 
woven bamboo, ore placed strips of different 
colsrrsl paper, which havequiteagood effect. 
—Boston Globe.
